Such persons have heretofore relied on 
a State law, which prohibits any person 
from breaking through any inclosure, 
thereby protecting tUe laud grabbers 
from settles who are after a homestead. 
It has been a matter of great interest, 
as may be supposed, to those who are 
anzions for the development of the 
State, and for some time a question as 
to how the difficulty could be avoidec 
and the public lands kept opan for set- 
tlement. The result of this agitation

In regard to the action of eastern buy- 
IB concerning the Pacific Coast wool 
roduct a correspondent of theS.F. Ex- 
miner makes the following suggestion 


a practical offset: 
It is a well-known fact that the wool 


rade of California is and has been in a 
ery unsatisfactory state for some years 
tack, and this season promises to not 
>a an exception to the past, with a still 
worse eutlook, as we see in some eastern 
ournals reports that the eastern wool- 
Duyers have come to the conclusion to 
ot come to California this season to 
my wool. By this means they intend 
0 force California wools into the hands 
jf eastern houses, to be slaughtered at 
beir pleasure, and as soon as the 
Northern road is completed San Fran 
Cisco will lose all the Oregon and north 
rn wool trade, thus cutting off all her 
hoice wool, leaving San Francisco a 
market of second and third class wool, 
and at the same time having to put them 
nto the eastern market in competition 
with the Choicest wools in the world. 
Ft is easy to see the consequences, both 
to the growers and the dealers of Cal- 
foruia. Now, in the face of all these 
questions will arise, Wkat is to be done 
to remedy this? The answer is, Com- 
mence manufacturing, build factories 
ind manufacture the wool into goods 
By this means it will create a manufac- 
turers' wool market. Wool will be sole 
direct from the dealer to the mannfao 
turer, and sold on its merits, as every 
sack would be handled by practical men 
thus giving the growers the actual value 
of their wool and encourage them to 
handle their wools right, knowing they 
would be paid for so doing.

made here at a profit of at least 30 
forty per cent, net, In regard to thi 
the writer knows exactly what he i 
writing. 
There could be fifty such factories ru 


successfully here, employing $2,000,00' 
per annum at a good profit, besides em 
ploying at least three thousand bauds 
A factory of the above dimensions vn 
manufacture from thren hundred an 
fifty to four hundred thousands pound 
of wool per year; and, with the factorie 
now in operation, we would create 
wool market of no small dimensions 
The above goods caa be made her 
cheaper thanjin any other city in th 
United States, and put in competitio 
with any goods on any market. Ther 
is no reason why San Francisco shoul 
not rank among the leading manufactnr 
ing cities of the world in less than fi> 
years. The amount of woolen machin 
ery running on the fifty-six sets will us 
4,500,000 pounds per year showing tha 
with the above addition, they would us 
up all the wool produced, and in a ver 
faw years make this a city of import 
instead of exporting wools.

his coast come by way of New Orleans. 
The through rato is somewhat leas than 
>y other routes, but the difference ia 
probably made up in a great measure by 
ncreased insurance and other expenses 
attending the mixed character of thw 
reimportation. The 
great advantage 


daimed for the new line under control 
)(the Southern Pacific Railroad is in 
he character of the services rendered. 
3y the all-rail lines there has been more 
or less delay, and a merchant could 
never count on any fixed day. Such 
'roight passes over the lines of several 
ndependent corporations, and the oon- 
*rol of the movement of trains is divided, 
each road governing trains on its line 
alone. In consequence there has been, 
as it were, no through service, but a 
seriea of local services. #.Tbe average 
time for freight between New York and 
Jan Francisco has been thirty days, 
mt variations have been, piobably.more 
often above than below tbu figure. And 
with this there has been no certainty 
that goods would arrive within the 
average time. 
But the control by tha Southern Pa- 


cific of the endre line of railroad be- 
tween this city and New Orleans, and 
their recently purchased line of steam- 
ships between New Orleans and New 
York, has enabled the California road 
to give fast and reliable service, which 
is appreciated by shippers to the extent 
above mentioned. 
Freight has been 


moved between New York and San 
Francisco iu fifteen drys, and the aver- 
age is sixteen days. General Traffic 
Manager Stubbs says that the aim of the 
Southern Pacific road will b* to give 
such service that merchants can rely 
upon receiving their goods within eight- 
een or twenty days. They do not claim 
better time, but, as seen above, they 
performed more than they promised. 
Freight can be moved from New York 
to New Orleans in seven days, and from 
New Orleans to San Francisco in nina 
days, and over tb,o whole route the 
Southern Pacific haa complete control. 
From the office in this city every train 
is watched and regulated, and in case o' 
delay it can be hurried up. The freigh 
from New Orleans is exactly the same 
as that 
from 
St. 
Louis, the ad 


vantage of which shippers get the bene 
fit lying in the steamship line. The ad 
vantages of this line are thought to b* 
so great that the openings of the route 
by the Atlantic and Pacific Bailroad in 
July will not sensibly affect it. 


Wool market. 


The condition of tha wool market i 


stated by the Bulletin to be as follows 


There are three or fourEantern buyer 


here, but us yet they have not done an 
business. Nevertheless, examination o 
wools to a considerable extent has bee: 
going on. The views of buyers an 
sellers, unfortunately, are iar aparl 
though sellers seem to beVilling enoug 
to deal on a much lower basis of value 
than ruled last year. One of the prin 
ciple buyers is said to have intimated an 
inclination to do business, provided h 
can get wools at his own prices. 
From 


this circumstance, it is a fair infereno 
that there is not much prospect of an; 
immediate large transactions, as in fac 
the other parties are understood to wan 
about the same terms. Yet holders are 
not disappointed nordiscouraged. How 
ever yielding the} might be in regard to 
values as compared to last Spring, i 
would be almost impossible to at ouoi 
to satisfy the views of the buyers 
on the question of concession!). Another 
glance over the field may cause a differ 
eot estimate of the various offiiingii to 
be made by purchasers, in which cu^e i 
is quite possible that considerable woo 
will be moved by the 15th instant but as 
to how much concession will have to be 
made to assure this result w« are no 
prepared to say. Asking rates are 12@ 
16o for poor, shnnky and defective 
lots, and lC@20c for good to beat 
parcels. 


The situation at Eastern cautera is 


described in a recent circular issued by 
ilaugor & Arery of New York, as fol- 
ows: "Ths apathy of buyers, noted in 
previous circulars, has continued to the 
present time without the slightest im- 
provement. Holders have been LnoJer- 
itely firm as to prices, bqt sales have 
been effected by concessions, and values 
are to a great extent entirely nominal. 
The state of affairs is largely owing to 
he natural reaction from the pseud o 
joom in January, which has caused 
arge shipments from England of native 
and colonial wools, nearly three million 
sounds Australian having been bought 
or American at the February .sules. 
Buyers of wool are deterred fioui pur- 
chasing also by the uncertainty as to 
'ihe final effect of the revised tariff on 
he price of foreign wools after the first 
>f July, and they fear that possibly the 
•eduction on woolena and yarns may 
•wove greater than upon the raw mate- 
ial, and thus allow of large import a- 
lons of the manufactured article."

structed the jary he told them in as 
many words to acquit him. At 2 p M. 
the State rested its case, and the de- 
fense declined to offer any testimony, 
asking the Judge to advise the jury to 
acquit. 


JOTXJB BISINO'S INSTRUCTIONS . 


After stating the law of embezzlement 


and other propositions, the Judge said : 
It appears from the evidence in this 
case, that on the 23d day of June, 1880, 
at the time of the closing of the doors 
of the Beno Savings Bank, there was in 
said bank about $24,000 in com and se- 
curities. It also appears that on the 
23d of Jane, 1880, Jaa. Kinkead, B. M. 
Clarke and L. L. Crockett were credi- 
tors of the bank, B. M, Clarke in a large 
amount, Jas. H. Kinkead in the sum of 
$11,505 in coin, andL bonds to the 
amount of $5,000; makiig in all $16,- 
505; that L. L. Crockett was a creditor 
in the sum of $8,278. 
It further ap- 


pears that there was drawn from said 
bank by Jas . Kinkead on 23d of June, 
1880, upon his check, $12,787. 
Also 


that L. L. Crockett upon the same day 
drew $1,111 63. Further, to secure the 
said Crockett, Jas. H. Kinkead as 
Manager of the bank, endorsed or as- 
signed to Crockett securities of the 
bank amounting to $10,507, upon which 
had been endorsed previous to the as- 
signment $929, leaving a balance due 
upon said securities of $9,578. So far 
as the acts of Jas. H. Kinkead are con- 
cerned (Crockett being out of the case), 
as a matter of law he had a perfect right 
to pay Jas. H. Kinkead the $12,787 
specified— L. L. Crockett the $1,111 75 
specified; also to assign to Crockett the 
securities aforesaid; and, further, it is 
the opinion of the Court that the prose- 
cution in this case so fur as the evidence 
is concerned have failed to show any act 
on the part of the defendants that will 
warrant you in finding a conviction. 


The jury retired and as quickly as 


possible returned with a verdict 
of 


"Not Guilty," whereupon the defend- 
ants were discharged, and received the 
congratulations of their friends upon 
the termination of the

Decorative art is just at present all

represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section twelve of an Act 


entitled "An Act concerning juries," 
approved March fifth, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three, is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows : 
Section Twelve. Each person aurn- 


moaed to serve as grand jurors, aud 
each trial juror summoned as provided 
in thjs Act, unless said trial juror be 
excused by the Court from serving on 
the day he is summoned to attend, 
shall receive three dollars per day for 
each and every day he may be in at- 
tendance, and fifteen cents per mile in 
traveling to and returning from Court, 
to be paid as hereinbefore provided. 


The law is very plain and under its 


provisions a juror summoned for a cei- 
tain day, if excused, is not entitled to 
pay or mileage.
